Ruins  of  St.  Luk9*s  Hospital,  TuskiJJi,  vokyo,  of  the 
Episcopal  Mission,  which  was  the  only  missionary 
hospital  in  Japan.  All  its  patients  wore  safely 
gotten  out  before  the  fire  came,  and  were  for  a time 
kept  in  the  open  basement  of  the  new  hospital  buildings 
covered  with  wot  sheets.  The  Japanese  chauffeur  made 
repeated  trips  thru  the  burning  streets,  and  finally  all 
patients  and  nurses  wore  safely  transfered  to  the  dorm.itaries 
at  Aoyama  Gakuin.  In  the  background  will  be  seen  the 

walls  of  St,  Andrews  cathedral.

Moto  machi,  Yokohama,  which  wag  th«  busy  street 
running  along  the  foot  of  the  niuff,  was  completely 
obliterated  by  the  earthquake,  fire,  and  landslide 
from  the  Bluff,  until  even  the  place  where  the  road 
was  sltuatAd  could  scarcely  be  recognized.  nr 
Heoke^an  was  here  when  the  shock  came  but  excaped 
with  his  life.  Here  Ti/Irs . Lacy  and  ivriss  Hiller  of 
the  Y.W.C.A.  were  killed  instantly  by  a falling 
wall.
